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NECC Tightens Belt 


Students Rally

Crowds jammed the College Center at 
NECC Wednesday morning, September 17, 
to inquire about ways and means to 
prevent the Governor's proposed ten per 
cent budget cut. 

President John R. Dimitry, Dean of 


’ Administration Phil Galbraith, and Dean of 


Students Churchill Stafford, represented 
the Administration in providing informa- 


_ tion. Student Council representatives were 


Antonio Garcia, Sharyn Jarmak, and John

_ threatened. Scholarship programs 


The Rally addressed the question, “What 
can students do to prevent legislative 
reductions of state allocations?” 

Dr. Dimitry opened the rally, explaining 
what problems students, faculty. and 
administrators face. 

He reported that the college’s contract 
with the Security Agency has been 
terminated, and that janitors will remove 
snow. Campus equipment cannot accom- 
modate heavy snow falls. Some computers 
will be eliminated. These cut-backs save 
the school $187,515. Another $150,680 must 
be saved. Personnel cuts may be 
inevitable. 

The President suggested that all 
students, especially those participating in 
‘Student Government, clubs and organiza- 
tions rally to educate the community and 
more importantly the state legislators 
about the needs of Northern Essex. He 
urged each to write personal letters to the 
legislators, to call them, or even to visit the 
State House to express concern. Each 
student has a Senator and Representative, 
whose names are in this newspaper. 

Dr. Dimitry has met with these 
law-makers and reports that they are 
sympathetic. ; , 

The President explained that it is clear 
that the state must cut its expenditures. 
But what should, be the _ priorities? 
Students, their friends and parents must 
seek to persuade the decision makers that 
quality education at NECC must be 
preserved. The legislature, probably: no 
later than the end of October, will decide 
the college's fate for the remainder of the 
fiscal year. If the legislature forces the 
college t live within a 90 per cent cut, 
forty to forty-five persons will be laid off 
prior to the spring semester. 

Such a personnel reduction would mean 
reduction of 600 students in the Day 

Division, and. a loss of a number of 
educational programs. 
Financial aid programs are seriously 


funded by federal and state grants. If state 


- money is withheld, the federal money will 
as _be lost.

It was reported that about a month ago a 
riot actually took place in the lower house 
of the state legislature. A group of people 
were protesting proposed cuts of welfare 
benefits. The next day welfare benefits 
were cut by an overwhelming vote of the 
state legislature. Here is evidence that 
violence is counter-productive and de- 
structive. 


Student Council representative Sharyn 
Jarmak announced that students from all 
parts of the Commonwealth are meeting in 
Worcester on Sunday, September 21, to 
plan a meeting with legislators and 
Secretary of Education Paul Parks before 
the end of October. 

The floor was then opened to anyone with 
questions to Dr. Dimitry. 
Question: Do- the budget cuts give you a 
certain percentage that you have to cut 
from anywhere within the school, or do 
they specify which areas each school must 
cut? 4 
Answer: You're simply chopped by money. 
There are some guidelines as to who can be 
phased out and who can't. All is tied up in 
conditions of tenure, non-tenure and 
seniority. 
Question: How can students have a voice 
about where these cuts will be? What 
about people who are in 
circumstances physically or economically 
from the middle class norm? 
Answer: The only place to cut the budget is 
in salaries. I'l] be glad to consult with the 
Student Council to get opinions in regard 
to areas of economizing and lay-offs. 


Question: If cuts go through and 


* instructors-are laid off, what happens if a 


student is in the middle of a two-year 
curriculum and there is no place else to go? 
Does Dukakis indicate where these people 
are to go. or is time spent wasted? 
Answer: The only advice we have been 
given is to educate and inform the student 
about where comparable procrams are 
being continued at neighboring colleges. 
This is a fall-back position, but I'm afraid 
that that would be the extent of what we 
could do to help students. 

Question: So it may come to the point 
where there are no openings for certain 
people and they would be left behind? 
Answer: Yes or it could even be worse. 
Some programs that we have are unique to 
NECC and are not taught at any other 
Community College.

Last Thursday afternoon, September 
18th, a veterans meeting was called to 
order by Dick Reilly and Ed MacHarrie, 
from the Vet's Center to discuss the 
pressing issue of the states proposed 10 per 
cent budget cut. 

A Political Action Committee was formed 
called The Executive Board of the 
Veterans Center and officers were elected. 
The duty of this board is to make the 
Merrimack Valley and legislators aware of 
the impact a 10 per cent budget cut will 
have on every student as well as 
surrounding communities in the valley. 

If instructor layoffs occur and classes are 
terminated, veterans taking 12 credit 
hours may lose one or all of their courses 
mandatory to receive their full veteran 
benefits. Layoffs will also involve a 
decrease in enrollment that will affect 
every Veteran and non-Veteran as well. 


Dimitry Needs 
Student Help 


President John R. Dimitry will meet with 
elected members of the Student Council as 
soon as that governing body is fully 
organized. President ‘Dimitry will make 
suggestions to the Student Council about 
the legal ways in which student activity 
funds can be spent to provide the greatest 
number of benefits to the entire student 
body. 

“We are in a severe financial crunch at 
Northern Essex,” Dimitry said, “and 
approximately $80,000 of Student-Activity 
funds under the control of the Student 
Council could be very helpful.” Under 
Commonwealth law, expenditures of 


student activity monies is made with the 
mutual consent of the Student Council and - 
the President of the college.

A former NECC student, Tom Bergeron, 
interviewed President John Dimitry and 
Dean Donald Ruhl at the Learning 
Resource Center last Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 17. 

The interview called “Community & The 
College Report” was aired on Greater 


Haverhill Cahle TV. Monday night 
Don Ruhl presented a brief history of 


NECC and mentioned the architectural 
award the new campus has received. 

Dr. Dimitry, reflecting about his 
background, said that he started teaching 
political science at Highland Park Junior 
College in Michigan in 1964 and continued 
to teach for 7 years. Later he received his 
Ph.D. in Administration at Wayne State 
and worked as an administrator at Macomb 
Community College for 7 years until he 
arrived at NECC. 

The speakers then discussed the financial 
crisis at NECC, and the impact it has upon 
students and the Merrimac Valley in 
general. 

Dr. Dimitry said that a meeting with the 
Advisory Board (a board appointed by the 
governor) would be held with the hope of 
getting some joint involvement in making 
the Merrimac Valley aware of the vital role 
NECC plays. The outcome of the rally last 
Wednesday ‘was mentioned along with 
what NECC has done to change the lives of 
many people. 

In closing, Tom Bergeron mentioned that 
the president was starting his new job 
under a “baptism of fire.” Dr. Dimitry 
replied, “I'm happy to be here and I'll never 
fall asleep at the wheel.”

Cut-backs Threaten Work Study

The Work-Study program is 80 per cent 
federally funded and 20 per cent state 
funding is required for students to receive 
financial aid. At the present time, NECC 
has been allocated 90 per cent of last year’s 
matching (state) money. This year there 
are 2,989 day students attending NECC 
with special registrations for the bilingual 
program coming up soon. Presently the 
approximate total percentage of increase in 
the number of day students is 22 per cent. 
Last year NECC was allocated roughly 
$47,000 for College Work Study and 
National Direct Student Loans. This 
amount was not enough to meet the needs 
of the students when NECC had lower 
enrollments. Sue Horowitz, Director of 
Financial Aid, explains that the money 
available is not enough to meet the needs of 
the increasing number of students. — 
Many financial aid recipients would find it 
quite impossible to attend NECC if this aid 
is cut back. There has been a federal 
increase this year, but if there is no money 
from the state, financially aided students

On Monday, May 13, 1974, in the State 
House the Presidents of the five sectors of 
public higher education, Dr. Dwyer, 
President of the Board of Community 
Colleges; Dr. Wood, President of U. Mass 
(Boston and Amherst); Dr. Walker, 
President of Southeastern Massachusetts 
University; Dr. Olsen, President of Lowell 
Technological Institute and William Haas 
representing the State College Office, 
signed the following policy which became 
effective in fall, 1974, for transfer students: 

If you plan to transfer toa state college or 
university, it is recommended that you 
complete: ; 
|. An A.A. or A.S. Degree 
2. Include the Compact “Core” listed above 


THEN your 60 credits would be 
translerred with “D"s included as a 
package without’ worry of General 


Education (Core) Requirements. If you 
have any questions, contact the Counseling 
Office. 
Definition of an associate degree 
transferable as a unit (contingent upon 
acceptance for admission) toward a 
bacealaureate degree as the equivalent of 
60 credit hours of undergraduate college- 
_level study, including: 
a. 6 hours of English/ecommunication 
b. 9 hours of behavioral/social sciences 
¢. 9 hours of humanities/fine arts 
d. 9 hours of mathematies,sciences 
- e. the remaining credits to be on a college 
level. 

“D” credit will be accepted toward the 
baccalaureate degree, but a receiving 
institution is required to apply “D” credit 
toward a major only if it does so for 
“native” students, that is, students who 
enroll in the four-year institution as 
freshmen 
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will lose a total of $227,000, 80 per cent of 
which is federally allocated. 

Presently, no College Work Study or 
National Direct Student Loans can be 
allocated, and according to John Palmucci, 
Assistant to the Dean of Administration, 
there will be no available information until 
the end of October regarding this matter. 

Applications will be taken, but until 
NECC receives its original allocation or 
pawt of it, no Work Study or National 
Direct Student Loans will be awarded. 
Students who have already received award 
letters do not need to worry. Cutbacks do 
not affect these persons yet. 

Basic Educational Opportunity Grants, 
Supplementary Educational Opportunity 
Grants, and National Direct Student Loans 
should be ready in two weeks. Recipients’ 
names will be posted outside the office of 
Sue Horowitz (first floor, Gym), and 
outside Sandy St.Onge's office in the LRC. 
BEOG, SEOG, and NDSL grants are 
available to eligible students. The deadline 


for submitting applications is March 15, 
1976.

Gold Card holders will be admitted to all 
public functions sponsored by Northern 
Essex at student rates.

Bradford Adopts New 


Transfer Policy 


Bradford college will follow the policy 
adopted last year by the state’s public 
colleges and universities in giving full 
junior year status to persons who have 
completed two years at a community or 
junior college, it has been announced by 
President Jack L. Armstrong. 

The policy, known as the Commonwealth 
Transfer Compact, states that such 
persons, whether they hold A.A. or A.S. 
degrees or the sixty hours equivalent, who 
have satisfactorily completed at least 33 
credit hours of liberal arts courses in their 
two years of college work will be granted 
junior status. 

With acceptance for admission, therefore, 
the first two years of college work 
including up to twenty-seven hours of 
college level career courses or professional 


courses may be applied to any of the 


Bradford College B.A. programs. Bradford 
offers career-related B.A. majors in Human 
Studies, Administrative Studies, Creative 
Arts, American Culture, and Urban 
Studies as well as in individually created 
programs. These majors are designed to 
give individuals the back-ground needed to 
pursue careers in a variety of fields 
including health, human, and _ social 
services; personnel work; management 
and business administration; government; 
commercial art; communications; writing; 
historic and environmental preservation; 
and teaching, as well as graduate and 
professional study.

Enrollment of part-time and 
full-time students for the fall term is open 
through the week of September 8. The 
college offers evening and weekend as well 
as day courses.

We Need Your Help

We, the people of the Merrimack Valley, 
need each other - and we need each other 
NOW. 

Lawrence, Lowell, Haverhill, along with 
all the other communities of our Valley, are 
now suffering from economic strangula- 
tion. Unemployment is at an all time high 
and our fiscal situation borders on disaster. 
However, a flame of hope is glimmering. 
Northern Essex (our) Community College 
is that flame. The College product is 
education and the fuel which feeds it is the 
needs of the people surrounding it. 

Due to edicts handed down from the 
“Great gold dome,” this help may not be 
forthcoming. Budget cuts of 10 per cent 
have been imposed on all institutions in the 
community college system. This cut is not 
based on this year’s costs. It is based on the 
last fiseal year's figures. Due to higher 
operating costs, i.e. fuel, electricity, etc., 
this percentage increases by some 8 per 


cent, making an actual cutback of 18 per - 


cent. 

The sad fact is that NECC will suffer 
more from these cutbacks than any other 
college in the system. Why? Because 
NECC, during the last fiscal year, was the 
most efficiently run school in the system. 
The fat has already been cut. Now, when 
the axe is swung, it digs deep into the red 
meat and that in itself is waste. (Beware 
lest the axe attack the arm that swings it!) 

Let’s take a look at some of the facts: 

FACT: During the past fiscal year a 
greater percentage of NECC’S budget 
dollar was spent on actually educating 
students, and less on Administration costs, 
than any other college in the system. 

FACT: NECC, while increasing its 
student population, must cut its budget. 
Without any fat to cut from, this means 
education itself must suffer. In turn, the 
student suffers. 

FACT: Not one cent of the tuition paid by 
the student goes directly to the College. 
Rather, it is funneled into the State 
General Fund. This results in a school 
which is an efficient operation being 
punished in order to support less well run 
organizations. (Fair? NO WAY!) 


FACT: Through Veterans benefits and 
other federally funded programs, over a 
quarter of a million dollars a month is 
brought into our immediate area and adds 
greatly to the earning power of all local 
services and merchants. Budget cuts will 
affect this dollar power. P 

FACT: NECC, through its many 
programs for the disadvantaged, is taking 
positive steps to educate our people out of 
the poverty trap. This, of course, results in 
lower Welfare rolls and fewer people in the 
unemployment lines. 

FACT: The area’s success in the past has 
been based on the knowledge and talent of 
its people. 

It was Know-How and Talent which first 
attracted the wool and shoe industries to 
the area. 

It was Know-How and Talent that 
brought the electronics industry to prosper 
here. 

It was Know-How and Talent that made 
our Commonwealth a world leader in the 
fields of Education, Medicine, Finance, etc. 

It is a FACT that Know-How and Talent 
are the only things that can cure our 
present ills and it is also a fact that this 
Know-How and Talent means education of 
the Valley's populace. 

We, the people of the Merrimack Valley, 
must develop new careers for our 
unemployed. 

We must develop new industry. 

We must help ourselves, and we can only 
do this through education. 

Northern Essex is a basic tool, necessary 
for the realignment of our Valley's 
progress. Our legislators and other 
governing officials must be made to realize 
these things, and if it takes a good swift 
kick in the vote to get some action out of 
them, then let's get to it.

DON’T CUT THE 
BUDGET —

“The Learning Resource Center exists for 
one purpose only: to support the 
educational program of the college. 
Therefore, the LRC must be viewed as an 
organized extension of the eyes, ears, 
hands, and minds of both students and 
teachers. It has the responsibility to 


facilitate learning for both the student and 


teacher through the selection, develop- 
ment, construction, struction, organiza- 
tion, and evaluation of simple and complex 
curriculum and enrichment materials.” 
The proposed across-the-board ten 
percent state funding cut will affect every 
area of the campus including your LRC. 
There is presently a freeze on all spending 
which directly affects every student on 
campus and will get worse as time goes on. 
' With this freeze the purchase of the 
periodicals, microfilm, book collections, and 
non-print material (film and audio tapes) 
you use is impossible. More seriously the 
fundings from state appropriations have 
been frozen so that every state and 
community college can’t purchase books or 
non-print materials for college libraries 
because state allocations have not been 
released. Dale Midgley, Director of the 
Learning Resource Center, reports that in 
essence - the Library has no funds to 
maintain or expand ‘its services for the 
students. "3 
If personnel and material funding are cut 
at the state level, the NECC LRC will be 
ineligible for federal funding because it will 
have failed to maintain a support level of 
funding equal to last year’s efforts. State 
money is the key to solving this problem, 
and without it we will find the very fiber of 
the institution disintegrating. There are 
many branches of the library including the 
Learning Lab, Graphics, Audio-Visual, 
public and technical services, as well as the 
new Television facility. Most of these 
operations are threatened by personnel 
lay-offs and as such, these services will 
diminish, affecting faculty members and 
every student enrolled in this institution. 
When do you think of the LRC? When you 
need it, Right? We had better start 
thinking about the LRC falling apart at the 
seams....along with the rest of the college.

FOR EQUALITY.

The situation of forced busing in Boston, 
as well as in other cities in participation of 
court-ordered desegregation, is indeed a 
delicate one, since it brings into nearly 
total conflict two of Americans’ most 
revered beliefs: those of liberty and 
equality for all. 

Members of ROAR (Restore Our 
Alienated Rights) and affiliated groups 
contend that the liberty of the pupils and 
parents of Boston is being directly violated 
by the government's forcing parents to 
send their children to particular schools 
specified under phase 2 of the desegrega- 
tion plan. This is a somewhat valid claim, 
since the goyernment is ‘dictating’ to the 
populace which school students can and 
cannot attend. 

Of course the argument maintained by 
those in favor of the busing program is that 
educational equality is necessary, desir- 
able, and has long been awaited. They feel, 
in this case, that the end well justifies the 
means. The inconvenience and cost of 
busing is to them a small sum to pay for 
equal educational conditions. We agree. 

What the whole situation boils down to is 
the mass of people making a sacrifice to 
achieve a goal of worth, and educational 
equality is no doubt a worthy goal, since it 
is education which can catch a falling man 

_in mid-flight, and can give a person a very 
real goal to pursue, whether he is black, 
white, or brown. For what is life without 
dreams? And what is life lived in 
ignorance? 

__ A desire to maintain family heritage in a 
particular neighborhood is not reason 
enough to disallow a child to be bused. Yes,: 
a choice is being denied these people, but it 
is not a liberty so grave that is lost, in 
comparison to what is gained. To win a case 
against busing because of the liberty that is 
violated, would be similar to a guilty 
robber being acquitted because of a minute 
legal technicality. 

We believe busing is not only justifiable, 
but the right thing to do in Boston. We feel 
racial integration, and, as a result, a 
significant amount of lower to upper 
middle class economic integration, will, in 
the long run, prove to be the instrument 
for a better Boston.

Buckminster Fuller, bringer of happiness, 
begins his recent masterwork with the 
words “Dare to be naive.” 

I like that. 

Sociologists don’t know what a “group” 
is; physicists don’t know what “matter” is; 
psychologists don’t know what a “mind” is; 
economists don’t know what a “dollar” is; 
artists don’t know what “art” is. 

It takes a lot of daring and courage to 
admit that we know so very little, 
particularly in a college community where 
there are so many people who are supposed 
to know things. 

So it seems unfair to ask freshmen to dare 
just to come right out and ask questions 

. that might seem naive when so many of us 
who have had more time here find it 
difficult. ‘ 

I have often been afraid that it would 
make me appear naive if I were to ask 
certain questions, to make certain 
remarks, that subsequently turned out to 
be the most important questions that could 
have been raised. But I didn’t dare to look 
like a dummy in front of all those smart 
people around me. And they didn’t ask the 
basic questions for the same reason. 

An example of this occurred on my own 
first day as a college freshman during an 
orientation speech. The highest ranking 
dean of McGill University, dressed in 
impressive academic robes, having a long 
list of degrees and honors after his name, 
gave an orientation speech in which he 
admonished us not to fall in love. He said, 
“For God’s sake don’t fall in love. I've seen 
it ruin many a promising career.” 

My own impulse was to say that that is 
death ethic. What good to the world is 
another careerist who has allowed himself 
to become a hardened bastard? And if the 
world doesn’t need you, how can you havea 
meaningful, satisfying life? No: Fall in 

_love. And if you do, you will learn a lot 
about yourself and about the world, and 
that is what college should make it possible 
for you to do. 

But who was I, a naive freshman, to doubt 
this seasoned educator and tell him what I 
felt, especially in front of all those 
apple-polishers who wanted his approval in 
order to advance their careers? “Don’t be 

naive.” “When you have lived as long as I 

” “Be realistic, now.” “You've a 

lot of growing up to do.” “Youth has no 

respect for authority any more.” “You're a 

troublemaker.” “You've got to learn to get 
along.” 


Can't you just imagine it? Knowing 
smiles. Scorn. Whispers. Superiority. Self 
satisfaction and righteousness. 
~ Here are some other examples of basic 
questions that don’t get asked as often as 
their importance warrants: 

1. Why “survive”? Why not suicide? 
Wouldn't it be better to bug out than 
always to be doing what someone else tells 
you to do; always to be saying what 
someone else wants to hear; always to be 
kissing someone else's boots for “survival”? 

In fact, why not suicide? Psychiatrist 
Viktor Frank] asks his clients that question 
right at the start. William James wrote, “I 
take it that no man is truly educated who 
has not dallied with the idea of suicide.” 
Camus, Shakespeare, Bucky, I, have said 
the same thing. 

2. Does a teacher who is a “hard marker”, 
who gives a student a lot of “stuff’ to 
remember for quizzes, actually induce as 
much learning, including the remembering 
of intimate details, as ‘a teacher who 
enables the student to recover and to 
respect his own magnificent mind? 

3. Is Harvard as good as Northern 
Essex? 

4. Do police, physicians, governments, 
schools, do as much good as they do harm? 

The usual responses to this kind of 
question, if ever some daring soul 
genuinely asks, are hostility and accusa- 
tions of naivete. 

Socrates and Jesus would be called naive 
if they were around today. 

Our college needs to have you ask these 
questions. It needs to have you hold before 
our eyes just how absurdly pretentious we 
are. It, like the world at large, needs 
examples of sincere, sensitive people who 
have faith that everything will work out 
best if we dare to admit that we do not 
know. 

Paul Goodman held that the purpose of 
college should be to undo the harm that 
high school does to your mind. I think that 
involves having people around who don’t 
feel that they have to be “in”, people who 
don’t have to appear all-knowing and cool. 

Do youremember that stuff about how he 
who would save his life shall lose it? Or, 
What profit has a man if he gain the whole 
world but lose his own soul? 

That stuff is so simple and basic that you 
have to dare to be naive before you can see 
it. 


Advisory Board: NECC Needs Your Help

On Thursday at 4:00 p.m. Dr. Dimitry 
met with the Advisory Board which is also 
the N.E.C.C. Foundation. ; 

He explained the expenditure cuts that 
have already been made on campus which 
leaves N.E.C.C. still with a$156,000 deficit 
and the only place left to cut was faculty. 
This would lead to a substantial decrease in 
future enrollment which in turn directly 
affects the economy of the Merrimac 
Valley. If Federal, Law Enforcement, and 
Nursing Scholarships are cut, there are 
more than 2,000 students, who obviously 
are learning something or preparing for 
careers, whose personal finances are 
directly related to Northern Essex. 


The question yet to be resolved is 
whether each community college will take 
a 10 per cent cut or will some take. more 
than others. N.E.C.C. is the most 
productive community college - as it was 
last year. It has the lowest cost in the 
Commonwealth and is the most efficient 
with the lowest administrative overhead 
than any-other community college in the 
state. a 

The parking problem was mentioned and 
a Haverhill City Council member, Marjorie 
Goudrault on the Advisory Board will meet 
with the City Council in regard to helping 
N.E.C.C. with their problem.

Massachusetts to the college; it is 
expressly declared that this corporation is 
not formed for pecuniary and financial 
gain, and no part of the assets, income or 
profits is distributable to or insures to the 
benefits of its Directors or officers except 
to the extent permitted under the 
Massachusetts General Laws Annotated, 
Chapter 180, Section 6, and that none of its 
“properties, whether real or personal, shall 
ever be used or expended, except to carry 
out and to effect the legitimate ends and 
aims of its being. 

The Purposes of the corporation are 
promoted through educational and re- 
search programs directed towards indivi- 
duals, organizations - private and govern- 
mental-andth ommunity; are developed 
through confe wes, studies, committees, 
projects andj grams; and are governed 
and qualified oy the basic policies of the 
Foundation. 


The results of the meeting, or the concern 
on the Advisory Boards behalf, will cleary 
be demostrated by the progress they make 
with Community leaders and legislators 
before the next meeting. NECC only has 
four weeks to make any substantial 
changes in it present situation. 
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DIC Budget Cuts

Proposed cuts in the budget have already 
affected the operations of the D.I.C. The 
amount of money initially granted the 
Drop-In-Center was $1,495.29. This amount 
may be cut as much as $1,000.

There are 7,614 students at Northern 
Essex Community College not including a 
late registration of Bi-lingual students, 
many of whom have parking problems. I - 
took a poll of student interests and the 
parking problem attracted the biggest 
number of interested students, faculty, and 
staff. In this article, I have tried to cover as 
many areas as possible without forgetting 
the comrhunity. 

My first step was to visit the 
Drop-in-Center and the Discovery Office. 
The purpose of my visit was to find out how 
many people are using the carpooling idea. 
The figure I got at the Drop-in-Center was 
sixty-nine. 

My next step was to visit Mr. Ron 
Sevigny, head of the Maintenance Dept. 
Mr. Sevigny was not available for 
comment. Later in this story I will tell you 
why. ‘ 

My last step, before talking to the 
community, was to speak with Mr. John 
Palmucci. Mr. Palmucci is the Assistant 
Dean of Administration. Mr. Palmucci was 
in conference so I spoke briefly with his 
secretary and later with him. 

I asked Mr. Palmucci's secretary, Kay 
Rockwell, if she thought that there was a 
parking problem. She replied, “Yes, I do, 
due to the fact that most classes are in the 
mornings and there aren't enough spaces 
available for parking cars.” 

Then, I proceeded to ask her what the 
purpose of parking stickers was. She said, 
“TI think that they’re designated in the 
areas that are available for the convenience 
of students, faculty, and staff.” 

Palmucci gave his statement: 

“We're going to do something about the 
parking problem. At the present time Mr. 
Sevigny is talking to the City of Haverhill 

and plans are being formulated for the 
creation of a new parking lot which should 
be available within a two week period.” 

He said the original plan proposed by the 
school would have allowed two hundred 
fifty-eight parking spaces and would have 
cost the school over one million dollars. We 
are already suffering a financial crunch due 
to the proposed 10% cut in state funding. 
The original plan would have been for a 
hard topped parking lot. The new plan is 
for a gravel parking lot. 


budget. The telephone is used as a source 
of referrals, ,information, assistance, 
guidance, and aid. 

The proposed cuts would also affect the 
lecture series. The amount of money that 
the guest lecturers request was usually 
above what the new total would allow. 
Fortunately, most lecturers were willing to 
accept a sub-normal amount. The actual 
budget cut proposed here would also total 
$1,000. That cannot help but affect the 
quality and/or enthusiasm of the speaker. 

Totally, that means from a budget of over 
$3,000 in 1974, it drops to $1,020 in 1975, 


Problem 


Mr. Palmucci said that the gravel pit in 
the back of the school would be used to fill 
in the front corner of the grounds where 
the parking lot will be. That area would 
accomodate about five hundred fifty cars. 
The new parking lot will cost the school 
nothing. 

Mr. Palmucci said, “Carpooling should be 
encouraged. People should be aware that 
there are three entrances to the school, not 
just one that most people have been using. 
Students should look for alternatives such 
as Saturday classes or classes held later in 
the afternoon. Parking stickers are 
designated for identification purposes. 
They are an attempt to keep outsiders who 
shouldn't be on the spaces off. They are 
meant to keep people from fire lanes and 
tow zones.” 

Sheila Krim, Public Realtions Director, 
suggests having a Student Government 
Coalition to avoid harassment between 
students and the community. She also 
wants to emphasize the need for students 
to leave room'for the mail trucks to deliver 
mail where there are boxes. The postal 
service has complained about this problem. 

Karen Kelly, a member of the community 
said, “What the college should do is a 
statistical analysis on where the students 
come from then set up park and rides at 
prime locations where the students come 
from.” Miss Kelly feels that a bus service 
should also be started immediately 

Two other members of the community, 
Karl and Ann Hentz, said: 

“We don't have much of a problem.” 

Mrs. Hentz wonders how many people 
who have bicycles ride them. Mr. Hentz 
rides six and a half miles to work each day 
and says that it never killed him. Mrs. 
Hentz feels that we are taking in more 
students than we have room for. Mr. Hentz 
agrees to the idea of a new parking lot 
because he said, “The time when we have 
the most students is at the beginning of 
each semester when a gravel parking lot 
would be strong enough to support 
vehicles.” 

I think that more than one person per car 
should be mandatory where applicable. 
Learning centers should set ecologic 


- examples for the non-student public. We 


should avoid any further conflicts in this 
and other areas. What do you think?

Last year’s budget for 
the sports program was sixteen thousand 
dollars. How much the Athletic Depart- 
ment will receive this year, if any, is in 
question, with no one knowing when the 
answer will come or from whom. 

What can be done about the crisis - and it 
is a crisis. Nothing without support, verbal 
as well as financial! The head of Student 
Activities, Jack Warner, has recommended 
that no money be allocated Varsity Sports. 
What reliable, stable college (most might 
disagree on this about NECC, but....) 
doesn’t have a Varsity Sports Program? 
Most schools take pride in what athletic 
programs have to offer; opportunities for 
higher education could possibly “slip 
through the hands of deserving, talented 
individuals. By shutting varsity sports, this 
school will be isolated even more from the 
publie eye than it is now. 

The baseball team is planning a raffle 
soon to keep the sport alive here at NECC 
as long as possible. It must be supported by 
the student body. A voice must be heard. If 
successful, the raffle will set a precedence 
for future possible financial support. If 
Baseball doesn’t interest you, maybe the 
lounge chair and beer being raffled does? 

In the future, an athletic fee may have to 
be paid by the students if NECC is to keep 
the present excellent facilities available for 
their use. Due to the financial crunch, 
Quinsigmond Community College in 
Worcester Mass, drained swimming pools 
and excused the athletic department. It 
could happen here at NECC. 

All that can be done now is to wait for a 
decision on Varsity Sports. A decision 
should be made as soon as possible in 
regards to this serious matter. 

So, don’t be surprised to find the lines and 
nets on the tennis courts gone someday - or 
the Gym doors chained and locked with a 
sign, caption reading “Sorry, Closed due to 
lack of funds.”

between revenue and expenditures. I don't 
quite know how the state arrived at this 
situation but sometime this summer it was 
officially declared that there was about a 
$700. million problem. Apparently the 
legislature has decided not to raise taxes 
significantly but to reduce expenditures 
significantly for two years running so that 
the state’s budget can be returned to an 
even keel. The rule of thumb is to cut 
expenditures 10 per cent this and next 
year. Hopefully revenue will remain the 
same and in 24 months the state will no 
longer have a debt. 
Question: How will 
teachers? 

Answer: It will basically be a combination 
of program elimination and consideration 
of seniority or lack of seniority. By and 
large, the newest hired will be the first to 
go, but certain selected programs that tend 
to have low enrollments and high costs 
would be eliminated. 

Question: Is it possible to set up an 
organization of staff, teachers, and 
students to coordinate other groups 
organized on campus so that we can go into 
the communities and get businesses and 
newspapers to back us? 

Answer: Yes, we need to work out a 
communications system with staff,students

_ and community leaders. I’m meeting with 


the College Advisory Board, Thursday, 
September 18. Out of this meeting I'll pull 
together community leaders, students, and 
staff to make a concerned and ongoing 
program of education. I think it’s very 
important that we structure it through 
student government and the Academic 
Council so that students have total 
' representation. 

Question: Will the Student Activities 
Budget be cut? If so, when and where will 
the money go and how will it help solve the 
problem? 

Answer: It’s not being cut. Actually it has 
been expanding with the increased 
enrollment. There is about $85,000 in that 
budget and how it is to be appropriated is 
recommended by the Student Council and 
approved by the President. 

Question: What's happening to the 
President's Fund? 
Answer: There is $7,000 in the President’s 
fund, and if we split that $7,000 between 
7,600 students, everyone would get about 
90 cents. If you can squeeze some blood out 
of that fund, I would like to see it. We're 
talking about a budget of about $3,500,000, 
so $7,000 doesn’t go that far. Actually if 
you really want to talk about money under 
the direct influence of students, you can 
look at the $85,000 in the Student Activity 
Fund. That's the big ticket. 

Student Council member Tony Garcia 
addressed the students: saying that the

Council needs suggestions about how cuts 
can be averted. He urged those students 
interested in helping to participate in 
Student Government. Garcia explained 
that nomination papers for student 
positions are available at the office of the 
Director of Student Activities, College 
Center. One senior seat is available and 
several freshman seats. He urged students 
to go into the community to make people 
aware that there might not be room for 
students at NECC very soon. 

Question: What about a program to raise 
dollars here? 

Answer: (Tony) I don’t think that there are 
enough dollars here to make a significant 
dent in the overall deficit. There has been 
talk about raising the tuition to $200 or 
$250, but this will only make a dent of 3 per 


cent in the overall deficit - so it makes’ 


sense to look elsewhere for revenue rather 
than raising the tuition of students who are 
already on financial aid. 

Question: Don’t you think NECC is 
carrying more of the burden than. other 
neighboring Community Colleges? We 
have the most efficient budget system 
going. This point needs to be brought out 
since we have a higher enrollment and 
should’ receive proportionate funds

Answer: Yes, we've already pointed this 
situation out to the legislature and we are 
in the process of getting such information 
to the press. We've just summarized the 
financial situation we're in. It’s on a 
newsletter that is available in the Student 
Activities office to everyone. Also, 
information is being printed in the student 
newspaper. 

The point you're making - and we'll prove 
this in dollars and cents is - if the state cuts 
us, the $150,000 gap cannot be bridged. 
The immediate cost will be a half-million 
dollars in Welfare and unemployment 
compensation. The economy of the 
Merrimack Valley will suffer some $2 
million before the cut has its full effect. It is 
important that the economic and the 
educational impact of this cut be clearly 
explained. It’s complicated, but it has to be 
done. It will be a very compelling 
argument. 

Student Comment: I've always been under 
the impression that democracy means that 
you're voting fer someone to do a job for 
you and not on you. Why is it that there is 
not much students and teachers can say 
concerning their welfare? Teachers are 
getting cut. That’s bad on the teachers.
